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PRESIDENT’S  OPINION 


The  last  two  years  have  rapidly  past 
by  and  my  term  as  President  of  NOW  is 
about  to  conclude.  I would  like  to 
thank  the  Officers  and  Board  Members 
for  their  assistance  during  the  last 
two  years.  A special  thank  you  to 
Ron  and  Phyllis  Calkins  and  Pete  and 
Ruth  Phillips  for  all  of  their  hard 
work  during  my  term  in  office.  It 
has  been  an  enjoyable  time  and  I hope 
I have  contributed  to  NOW's  success 
in  the  future. 

Since  this  issue  of  the  NEWS  should 
be  out  prior  to  our  Annual  Show  in 
Milwaukee  on  April  3rd  to  the  5th  I hope  to  see  you  all  there.  The  South 
Shore  Coin  Club  should  be  providing  another  outstanding  Show  for  us  all  to 
enjoy.  I know  Clyde  Brinkman,  General  Chairman,  and  Bob  Krueger,  Bourse 
Chairman,  and  the  rest  of  their  staff  have  all  been  putting  in  lot  of  time  in 
organizing  the  Show. 

My  main  concern  regarding  NOW  has  and  is  the  financial  security  of  the 
organization.  As  a past  Secretary /Treasurer  I have  seen  our  bank  account 
change  dramatically  over  the  years  from  periods  where  it  appeared  we  were 
progressing  to  financial  security  to  periods  where  we  wondered  how  we  would 
pay  our  bills.  I do  not  claim  to  know  what  the  answer  is  to  solving  the 
problem  but  I know  it  has  been  addressed  by  the  Board  and  needs  to  be 
addressed  again  and  watched  over  in  the  future.  My  belief  is  that  NOW  needs 
the  financial  resources  to  fall  back  on  if  our  other  income  drops.  Our  income 
is  limited  to  dues  collected  from  our  membership,  interest  from  our  Life 
Member  account,  advertising  in  the  NOW  NEWS,  and  a percentage  of  profits  from 
our  annual  show.  Our  problem  is  that  the  dues  do  not  cover  the  cost  of  the 
NOW  NEWS  and  its  mailing  costs.  In  the  past  we  have  increased  the  dues  to 
have  to  drop  them  at  a later  date  because  of  a substantial  drop  in  membership. 
The  show  profits  has  been  a major  supplement  to  the  dues  shortcoming. 

However,  the  shows  have  not  always  been  profitable  and  this  has  helped  to 
drain  our  resourses.  I hopes  this  gets  the  membership  thinking  and  will  lead 
to  possible  solutions  to  be  considered  by  the  Board.  If  anyone  has  any  ideas 
or  suggestions,  please  let  the  new  President  or  Board  know  so  that  they  can  be 
considered.

PART  ONE  OF  FOUR 

With  the  clocks  striking  12  midnight  and  the  sound  of  bells  ringing, 
noise  makers  and  fireworks  lighting  up  the  sky  at  St.  John's,  Newfoundland, 
to  welcomed  in  1992.  They  were  among  the  first  to  wish  Canada  a Happy 
Quasquicentennial  Birthday  (125th).  This  act  was  to  be  repeated  for  the 
next  five  and  a half  hours  across  Canada  from  large  metropolitan  cities  like 
Montreal,  Ottawa,  to  small  Inuit  (In-oo-it),  Eskimos  Villages,  well  above 
the  Arctic  Circle  in  the  Northwest  Territories  until  the  last  sound  died  and 
the  fireworks  faded  away  at  Port  Alberni  on  Vancouver  Island. 

To  help  celebrate  Quasquicentennial,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mi.nt  will  be 
issuing  twelve  25  cents  coins  for  the  10  Provinces  and  2 Territories  along 
with  an  One  Dollar  Coin.  This  will  be  only  the  second  time  that  the  Mint 
will  honor  Canada  with  its  own  Commemorative  coins.  The  first  being  in  1967 
for  the  Centennial  of  Confederation. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK 

The  Western  most  of  the  mainland  Atlantic  Provinces,  New  Brunswick's 
Maritime  status  is  because  it  is  water  bound  on  three  sides.  Surrounding 
waters  bore  the  first  eager  settlers  from  France,  their  British  successors 
and  more  recently,  visitors  from  Quebec  and  Maine.  Time  has  proved  its 
original  appeal  constant.  History-rich  Campobell  Island.  Hartland's 
covered  bridge,  Pictureque  Fredericton  and  Furndy's  awesome  tides  all 
compose  the  New  Brunswick  that  lures  today's  visitors. 


OBVERSE 


OBVERSE 

The  obverse  will  have  a common  design  with  beads  around  the  rim 
followed  by  the  inscription:  ELIZABETH  II  D.G.  REGINA  around  each  side. 

CANADA  appears  at  the  top,  the  duel  date  1867-1992  at  the  bottom.  The 
portrait  of  the  Queen  wearing  a diamond  diadem  and  jewellery  is  by  Dora 
Depeoery-Hunt  as  the  main  device. 
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NEW  BRUNSWICK 


REVERSE 

Inside  the  rim  are  beads  surrounded  by  the  legend  NEW  BRUNSWICK 
NOUVEAU  BRUNSWICK  25  CENTS.  The  main  device  depicts  a covered  bridge 
spanning  Smith  Creek  in  Newton.  It  was  built  in  1910.  This  bridge  had  a 
look  of  a barn,  which  eased  farm  animals  fears  of  rushing  water  beneath,  and 
of  course,  covered  bridges  were  known  as  "Kissing  Bridges";  as  many  a shy 
young  suitors  trained  their  horses  to  stop  inside  and  used  the  darkened 
enclosures  for  some  old  fashioned  spooning  with  a sweetheart.  This  still- 
surviving  covered  bridge  symbolizes  New  Brunswick's  Heritage.  In  the 
background  are  Pine  Trees  adding  to  the  picturesque  look  to  the  coin.  The 
coin  designer  is  Mr.  Ronald  Lambert.  An  Experienced  Graphic  designer.  He 
is  a life  long  resident  of  Oshawa,  Ontario. 

NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES 

From  Forested  Valleys  to  ice-clad  pecks,  from  Blossom-f illed  Meadows 
to  Bleak  Cliffs,  from  Sandy  Shores  to  Iceberg-stewn  Fjords,  the  variety  of 
the  Northwest  Territories  belies  the  popular  image  of  the  region  as  a land 
of  perpetual  ice  and  snow.  Although  with  a area  covering  some  3,376,698 
square  Kilometers  which  is  five  times  the  size  of  Texas,  the  territories 
supports  only  about  52,200  residents. 


NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES 


REVERSE 

Around  the  rim  appears  the  beaded  design,  followed  by  the  legend 
NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES  DU  NORD  QUEST  25  CENT.  The  main  device  depicts  a 
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Inukshuk  per-historic  Inuit  stone  structure.  The  function  of  an  Inukshuk 
stone  structure  is  lost  to  history.  It  may  date  from  1200  or  earlier. 
According  to  some  sources,  it  may  have  served  as  a landmark  for  boats  or 
sleds,  as  a ceremonial  structure,  as  a marker  for  a cache  of  meat  or  for  a 
trail  or  a physical  obstacle  or  "Caribou  Fence"  to  make  hunting  of  them 
easier.  The  heaviest  concentration  of  such  structures  is  at  Enukso  Point  on 
the  Southwest  corner  of  Baffin  Island  where  there  are  about  100  of  them, 
some  measuring  2 meters  tall.  Behind  the  structure  is  water  and  to  the  left 
are  small  initials  BM  for  Beth  McEachen,  the  designer.  She  lives  in  Hanove, 
Ontario.  Shes  going  to  use  the  winning  money  for  her  education.  (While  the 
unveiling  was  taken  place  inside,  outside  it  was  -32  below  zero.) 


Of  the  sea,  for  the  sea,  by  the  sea  - Newfoundland  and  Labrador  befits 
the  term  "Maritime"  more  than  any  of  her  Atlantic  sisters.  This  province, 
consisting  of  the  island  of  Newfoundland  and  mainland  Labrador,  is  nearest 
in  Canada  to  Europe. 

Newfoundlanders  express  their  natural  dependence  on  the  sea  by  turning 
their  backs  on  the  land;  more  than  90  % of  the  population  resides  in  coastal 
fishing  settlements.  After  3 years  of  deliberation,  Newfoundland  and 
Labrador  became  Canada's  10th  Province  on  March  13,  1949. 


Inside  the  rim  are  beads  with  the  inscription  NEWFOUNDLAND 
TERRE-NEUVE,  around  the  side,  25  CENTS  appears  at  the  bottom.  The  design 
has  a fisherman  rowing  in  his  dory  in  the  rough  Atlantic  Ocean.  Initials  CN 
are  just  to  the  right  of  the  bow.  The  dory  is  a small  flat  bottomed  fishing 
boat  with  high,  outward  curving  sides.  Although  much  logging  and  farming 
went  on,  my  illustration  showed  the  way  of  life  of  most  Newfoundlanders. 
The  "boat"  was  the  car  of  their  family  as  well  as  the  work-horse.  It  was  a 
source  of  travel,  but  mostly  it  was  used  as  a tool  in  collecting  the  vast 
quantities  of  fish  that  lay  just  off  our  coast. 


NEWFOUNDLAND  AND  LABRADOR 


NEWFOUNDLAND  & LABRADOR 
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The  "water"  showed  that  many  people 
were  more  content  on  the  swells  of 
the  Atlantic  then  on  the  rocky 
shores  miles  away.  Many  fishermen 
would  willingly  do  battle  with  harsh 
storms , thick  blankets  of  fog  and 
bone-chilling  sprays  of  salt  water 
then  lie  idle  on  land. 


"In  the  past  year  Bob  Van  Ryzin 
has  taken  on  greater  responsibility 
in  this  area,"  Smith  said,  "and  his 
new  title  reflects  the  larger  role 
he  has  played . We  expect  the  NEWS 
to  continue  to  benefit  from  Bob's 
numismatic  and  journalistic 
experience .

As  well,  it  will  be 
selling  each  of  the  12  different 
Canada  125  quarters  and  the  one 
dollar  in  proof  collector  versions.

and  reverse  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  united 
States,  whose  design  was  influenced  by 
Franklin,  Jefferson,  Adams  and  others. 
They  wanted  our  seal  to  be  an  allegory 
representing  the  destiny  of  the  new 
nation. 


For  generations  I’ve  been  honest,  sound 
and  reliable.  My  safety  is  legendary. 
Some  call  me  Almighty.  Others  warn  that 
worship  of  me  is  a sin.  I am  a dollar! 

A buck.  One  of  those  2.61 -by-6. 14- 
inch  pieces  of  printed  paper  in  your 
pocket  or  purse.  Credit  cards  were 
supposed  to  have  made  me  obsolete  years 
ago,  but  people  use  me  more  than  ever. 

I’m  the  world’s  most  important 
currently.  Without  me,  international 
trade  would  halt.  The  Price  of  everything 
from  Persian  Gulf  oil  to  Brazilian  coffee 
is  quoted  in  my  name. 

Take  a look  at  me.  I carry  an  engraving 
of  George  Washington  after  Gilbert 
Stuart’s  painting.  Bank  tellers  stack  me 
face  up  so  they  can  look  George  in  the  eye. 
It’s  a security  feature.  Counterfeit 
portraits  often  look  dull  or  one- 
dimensional. 

Much  has  been  written  about  the  arcane 
symbols  on  the  back  of  the  one.  The  eagle 
and  the  pyramid  are  simply  the  obverse 


The  mysterious  pyramid  topped  with  an 
eye  leads  some  of  you  to  accuse  the 
Treasury  of  occultism.  Some  link  my 
symbols  to  secret  societies.  The  All 
Seeing  Eye  is  a Masonic  symbol,  and 
Franklin  and  Washington  were  Masons. 
In  occult  tradition  the  eye  signifies  the 
inner  light,  or  intuition.  And  the  triangle 
enclosing  the  eye  is  associated  with 
several  societies,  including  the 
Rosicrucian  Order,  which  claimed 
Jefferson. 

The  official  explanation  is  that  the 
unfinished  pyramid  symbolizes  material 
strength,  a foundation  for  growth,  and  a 
goal  of  perfection.  The  eye  represents  the 
eternal  eye  of  God  and  the  virtue  of 
putting  the  spiritual  above  the  material. 

Above  the  pyramid  is  the  Latin  motto 
Annuit  Coeptis  (He  has  Favored  Our 
Undertakings).  The  base  of  the  pyramid 
bears  the  Roman  numerals  for  1776,  and 
below  is  the  motto  Novus  Ordo 
Seclorum  ( A New  Order  of  the  Ages).

The  seal  shows  a bald  eagle  with  a burst 
of  light  containing  13  stars  above  its 
head.  The  eagle’s  breast  holds  a shield 
with  13  strips-symbol  of  the  original 
states.  Its  right  talon  holds  an  olive 
branch  representing  peace;  its  left,  13 
arrows  symbolizing  war.  The  eagle’s 
head  is  turned  toward  the  olive  branch, 
suggesting  a desire  for  peace.  The  top  of 
the  shield  is  said  to  represent  Congress, 
the  eagle’s  head  the  executive  branch,  and 
the  nine  tail  feathers  the  judiciary.  The 
Latin  motto  E Pluribus  Unum  means 
Out  of  Many,  One. 

I am  printed  on  special  paper,  3/4  cotton 
and  1/4  linen.  Fresh  from  the  presses, 
an  inch-high  stack  of  me  contains  exactly 
233  bills.  My  distinctive  feel  enables 
bank  tellers  to  recognize  counterfeits  by 
touch. 

A magnifying  glass  clearly  reveals 
random,  hairlike  red  and  blue  lines  of 
me.  These  are  chopped  silk  threads 
impressed  in  my  paper,  which  is  made  in 
a closely  guarded  mill  in  Dalton,  Mass. 
Federal  law  forbids  anyone  else  from 
manufacturing  paper  with  such  threads. 

On  my  face  is  a pair  of  green,  ten- 
character  serial  numbers.  The  number 
of  every  bill  is  recorded.  If  one  is 
damaged  in  printing,  it  is  destroyed  and 
replaced  by  a bill  with  a star  in  place  of 
the  last  letter.  The  saw-toothed  seal  on 
the  left  identifies  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  that  issued  me.  So  do  the  first 
letter  in  the  serial  number  and  the  four 
black  numerals  in  the  corners  of  my 
white  space. 


portrait,  is  the  year  the  design  was 
adopted.  A small  letter  is  added  to  it  if 
minor  change  is  made,  such  as  the 
signature  of  the  new  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  or  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States.  The  tiny  letters  and  numerals  in 
my  upper  left  and  lower  right  identify 
the  plate  used  to  print  me;  they  help 
locate  printing  problems. 

Errors  do  happen.  Several  years  ago,  a 
spate  of  bills  was  released  with  serial 
numbers  printed  upside  down  and  on  the 
wrong  side. 

None  of  you  likes  to  get  a dirty  bill  in 
change,  and  when  you  do,  you  quickly 
palm  me  off  on  someone  else.  Ninety-five 
percent  of  new  bills  are  printed  to 
replace  that  worn  and  dirty  money  pulled 
from  circulation  by  Federal  Reserve 
Banks. 

In  an  average  year,  up  to  30,000  of  you 
send  to  Washington  money  that  has  been 
washed,  burned,  eaten  by  animals,  found 
buried,  or  otherwise  damaged  beyond 
repair.  The  Bureau  has  examiners  who 
spend  their  days  drying  to  reassemble 
such  bills.  Uncle  Sam  will  make  good  if 
more  than  half  the  bill  can  be  rendered 
recognizable. 

Still,  my  purchasing  power  has  shrunk 
over  the  years.  What  one  dollar  bought  in 
1940  costs  $8.50  (1988  prices)  today, 
that’s  inflation.

1992  UNITED  KINGDOM  50  PENCE  COIN 


The  1992  British  Proof  Set,  struck  by  the  Royal  British  Mint,  Marks  two 
important  milestones  in  numismatics.  A new  and  special  design  featured  upon 
the  reverse  of  the  50  pence  coin  commemorates  important  European  events  for 
the  years  1992  and  1993  and  the  coin,  uniquely,  bears  both  these  dates. 

Centerpiece  of  the  1992  Collection  is  the  magnificent  new  50  pence  coin 
bearing  the  new  obverse  design  by  Mary  Milner  Dickens.  Historically,  the 
United  Kingdom's  coinage  reflects  the  long  tradition  of  heritage  and 
pageantry  which  is  synonymous  with  Britain.  The  reverse  design  of  the  1992 
commemorative  is  all  the  more  fascinating  therefore  in  its  departure  from 
tradition.  The  coin  marks  the  United  Kingdom's  Presidency  of  the  European 
Council  of  Ministers  in  1992  and  the  completion  of  the  Single  European 
Market,  which  comes  into  effect  on  January  1,  1993.  This  stylish  design 
depicts  a conference  table  top  upon  which  the  capital  cities  of  the  12 
members  of  the  European  Community  are  represented,  geographically,  by  stars. 
A network  of  lines,  portraying  trade  and  commerce  within  the  Community  link 
the  stars  with  each  other  and  with  12  chairs  around  the  table.  The  chair  at 
the  head  of  the  table  bears  the  letters  UK,  denoting  the  Presidency. 

In  a recent  interview,  Mrs.  Dickens  explained  the  departure  from  the 
heraldic  tradition  of  United  Kingdom  coinage:  "I  felt  the  conference  table 
was  a symbol  of  our  time!  I needed  to  create  a well  balanced  design  within 
the  shape  of  the  hexagon.  The  chairs  are  set  unevenly  around  the  table  to 
indicate  the  varying  views  and  opinions  that  occur  with  in  the  group". 

Although  coins  often  bear  2 different  dates  denoting  an  anniversary  or 
time  period,  it  is  the  first  time  that  a United  Kingdom  coin  has  been  issued 
to  commemorate  2 events  occurring  in  successive  years  and  bearing 
consecutive  dates.  Both  the  regular  50  pence,  bearing  the  seated  figure  of 
Britannia,  and  the  1992-93  Commemorative  are  present  in  the  Collection. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  50  pence  coin  will  enter  the  circulating 
coinage  in  June/July  1992,  however  much  will  depend  upon  the  need  and  demand 
for  additional  50  pence  coins.

1992  U.S.  OLYMPIC  COMMEMORATIVE  COINS  NOW  AVAILABLE 


"Our  Olympic  tradition  has  always  been  characterized  by  strong,  grass 
roots  support,"  United  States  Treasurer  Villalpando  said.  "Previous  Olympic 
coin  programs  have  been  the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee's  largest  single  source 
of  funds  and  we  expect  the  1992  Olympic  Commemorative  Coins  will  continue 
this  tradition." 

The  designs  for  the  1992  Olympic  Gold  Five  Dollar,  Silver  Dollar,  and 
Clad  Half  Dollar  Coins  were  unveiled  by  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Nicholas 
F.  Brady  and  U.S.  Olympic  athletes  on  October  1,  1991,  after  an  open  design 
competition  that  drew  1,107  entries.  Each  coin  features  a climactic  moment 
on  the  road  to  Olympic  victory:  a sprinter  in  a burst  of  speed,  a pitcher 
firing  the  ball  to  home  plate,  and  a graceful  gymnast  in  motion. 

Of  special  interest  to  collectors,  the  1992  Uncirculated  Olympic  Silver 
Dollar  will  have  edge  lettering,  the  first  U.S.  coin  to  do  so  since  the 
early  1930's.  The  phrase  "XXV  Olympiad"  will  appear  four  times  around  the 
edge  of  the  coin. 

Tne  1992  Olympic  Commemorative  Coins  may  be  ordered  in  any  of  12 
separate  options,  ranging  from  the  Single  Uncirculated  Clad  Half  Dollar  at  a 
pre-issue  price  of  $6.00  to  the  Six  Coin  Proof  and  Uncirculated  Set  at  a pre- 
issue price  of  $445.00.  Olympic  Coin  orders  may  be  place  by  calling  1- 
800-572-TEAM. 

A $35  surcharge  included  in  the  price  of  each  gold  coin,  a $7  surcharge 
included  in  the  price  of  each  silver  coin,  and  a $1  surcharge  included  in 
the  price  of  each  clad  coin  will  be  paid  to  the  United  States  Olympic 
Committee  to  train  and  finance  U.S.  Olympic  athletes. 

The  Winter  Olympic  Games  will  take  place  in  Albertvills  and  Savoie, 
France,  from  February  8 to  23;  the  Summer  Olympics  will  take  place  in 
Barcelona,  Spain,  from  July  25  to  August  9.
